THE STARTING POINT 

Alarming increases in the death 
and injury statistics on youthful 
drivers and pedestrians are re¬ 
ported by the State Department 
of Motor Vehicles. Accidents 
among 'teen age pedestridns were 
50 per cent greater in the first 
half of this year than t>'e cor¬ 
responding period of 1939— this, 
despit a general decrease in the 
total of all motor vehicle deaths. 
Death and injury accidents in¬ 
volving drivers under age 20 in¬ 
creased by 15 per cent. “Youth 
must learn and acquire safety 
habits in the formative early 
years, if they are to prove eff 'c- 
tlve,” comments James M. Carter, 
department chief. ‘‘Responsibility 
for closer attention to safety 
training rests with all who .have 
contact with youth. An automo¬ 
bile is a dangerous implement In 
wrong hands— and doubly so If 
the hands are young.’’ 

Perhaps the fami y car is the 
most practical starting point for 
such training. It is u-ually the 
first car any boy or girl drives. 
The wise parent has opportunity 
to impress upon j mior the re¬ 
sponsibilities and the d.angers that 
go w'th motoring. By exercise of 
discipi.ne and patience, the old 
bus may be made the major im- 
pleuient for implanting in young 
minds habit patterns of highway 
common sense. Youth’s accident 
rate is indeed .shockingly high; 
and in all too many instances the 
family car, out for the evening 
with youth at the wheel, has be¬ 
come a death car. 

A FEW SIMPLE WORDS 

William S. Knudsen is a great 
production manager and indus¬ 
trial technicians unanimously ap¬ 
proved his selection as production 
chief of national defense. He is 
also a patriot—a quiet patriot of 
deeds rather than words. When 
asked to give up his $300,000 a 
year salary to serve the nation 
as a dollar-a-ycar man, Knudsen’s 
simple comment was that he had 
come to America as a poor Dan¬ 
ish lad, and that he felt it a 
singular honor to so serve the 
country that had given him freely 
the democratic opportunity to 
make a success of his life. 

East week ..speaking on national 
lefense, Knudson urged upon all 
ousinessmen to contribute 
to national defense the duty of 
“100 per cent cooperation” with 
each other and with governmental 
agencies. He then warned against 
“a school of thought in Washing¬ 
ton which feels that the govern¬ 
ment should go into business on a, 
large scale.” The limit in that di¬ 
rection has been reached in full, 
Knudsen feels. “The government 
is in bu.siness right now,” he said, 
“on a larger scale than any other | 
country, perhaps, except Russia, 
and we don't want any part of 
the Russian system over here."

of Education comes the report— 
and a pleasantly startling one it 
IS —that fully one-fourth of the 
people in this country are today 
in attendance at school or some 
institution of learning. 

Naturally, the bulk of our stu¬ 
pendous school-going population 
of some 32,285,0001, is found in 
the elementary schools. They are 
dispensing the three R’s to 21.- 
5.50,000 students, with high schools 
following second with 7,160,000. 
Approximately one and a half 
million are in colleges, with near¬ 
ly two million registered in eve¬ 
ning schools and part-time 
courses. 

That last figure is particularly 
significant, for its numbers are 
practically all made up of adults 
who, with equal zest and far more 
conscientiousness, scoff at the 
' silly notion that you can’t teach 
j older gray cells new tricks. Many 
i of these persons are, in fact, ac¬ 
quiring new trades, new skills in 
Lhe night schools, or brushing up 
on new wrinkles in trades and 
lil ts they had learned some years 
ago. This zeal for improvement, 
for keeping abreast of the tlme.'i, 
for acquiring new aptitudes to 
match the new demands of indus¬ 
try and enterprise, is a fine and 
healthy sigpi. 

To this gp'eat post-’teen age stu- 
j dent body, as well as to their 
younger colleagues, we say, 
“More power to you!” The na-l 
tlon’s schools, training the hearts 
and minds of one-fourth the na¬ 
tion. are now, as never before, 
performing a high service in the 
{defense of democracy. 

I RIGHTS OF OTHERS 

In Letters-to-the-Editor columns 
of national periodicals you have 
probably noticed, of late, the 
growing number of communica¬ 
tions reading somewhat as fol¬ 
io w.s : 

“Sir; Your outrageous, repre¬ 
hensible statements concerning 
(here fill in the name of Wendel 
Willkie, Franklin Roosevelt, or 
some issue of foreign policy) at 
last .show you in your true col- 
lors. I have suspected you 8.11 
along. Now I know you for what 
you are. Please cancel my sub¬ 
scription.” 

Now these good people, con- 
.ouried a.« they are with righteous 
indignation, would probably be 
.shocked if they were told they 
were taking pot shots at the 
freedom of the preas and at their 
own freedom of speech as well. 

Freedom of the press mean? 
freedom to state facta and opin¬ 
ions. The publications which 
I aro.’-sed the ire of the.se short 
{sighted readers were simply ex-, 
j ercislng a right which keeps the 
j press free. The angry readers, on 
the other hand—whose letters of 
' protest and journals freely printed 
--were using the economic vilue 
of their subscriptions as a club 
in the hope of injuring the pub¬ 
lication which printed facts or 
opinions distasteful to them. Cer¬ 
tainly the reader has every right 
to disagree with what he may 
read, and to arrive at his own 
particuar conclusion from a given 
set of facts. But the reader has 
an obligation of his own to keep 
the pre.ss free. There can be no 
free press unless the public wants 
it and is willing to grant it free¬ 
dom in printing news and views 
without threat of reprisal. 

To disagree is every Ameri¬ 
can’s right, but perhaps the 
“please cancel” readers forget, in 
their angry haste, it’s the other 
fellow's right, too.

(Editor’s Note: This Is the 
third In a series of four articles 
analyzing the major proposals 
which will appear on California’s 
November ballot.)

T he State Fich and Game 
Commission, which recently 
I crashed into page 1 head- 
I lines again—due to the disclosure 
that State patrol boats were being 
^ used for pleasure junkets by mem¬ 
bers of the commission and thler 
I political friends—has been under 
fire at frequent Intervals for years 
past. 

Sportsmen and commercial fish¬ 
ermen and farmers, as well — 
have been dissatisfied with the 
the commission’s activities, and 
with the type of men appointed to 
its membership. Generally, It 
might be said that the commis¬ 
sion has borne a bad reputation. 

Propo.sltlon No. 8, on the No¬ 
vember ballot, designed to inaugu¬ 
rate staggered terms, to make 
appointments subject to confir¬ 
mation by the State Senate and 
to prevent any governor from 
controlling the commission, may 
help to improve the situation. But 
all the saleguards that can be 
thrown around the commission 
will not provide a satisfactory 
substitute for good appointments. 

Speaker Gordon Garland of the 
A.ssembly, and Assemblyman Har¬ 
rison W. Call of Redwood City 
who sign the argument in favor 
of No. 8, declare: 

Thi-s proposition will remove 
the Fish and Game Commission- ‘ 
ers from political Influence by: 

1—Providing a non-salaried board 
of five commissioners. 2—Ap¬ 
pointment of commis.siouers for 
staggered terms so that no one 
administration can dominate the 
commi.^sion. 3— The Governor’s 
apointments of commls.sioners are 
to be con.irmed by the Senate 
which will nullify poor appoint¬ 
ments.” 

The weakne.=s in the proposal, 
of course, is that all five mem¬ 
bers of the first commission ap¬ 
pointed under the new act would 
be named by the same governor. 
If the governor could be induced 
to appoint only high-type, able 
men to the commission - or If the 
Senate could be depended upon to 
refuse confirmation of weak ap¬ 
pointments—there would undoubt¬ 
edly be a decided improvement 
in the commi.ssion under the new 
setup. 

Proposition No. 12, authorizing 
the Legislature to appoint legis¬ 
lative investigating committees 
which will conduct inquirie.s be¬ 
tween session.s, is a proposal of 
doubtful value. 

In fairness to the Legislature 
it should be stated that the In¬ 
terim committees which inve.?ti- 
gated relief expenditures and 
questionable relief practices, ren¬ 
dered a very valuable service to 
the taxpayers and to the State 
as a whole. But except for the re¬ 
lief investigations, most legisla¬ 


tive commlttee.s, operating be¬ 
tween sessions, have accomplished 
little and cost much. 

The Voters’ Pamphlet, however, 
carries no official argument 
against the proposition. And As- 
.scmblyraan Melvin I. Cronin of 
San Francisco, arguing In favor 
of the proposal, presents his case 
as follows: 

“A legislative body cannot 
legislate wisely 6r effectively In 
the absence of Information re¬ 
specting the conditions which the 
I legislation is intended to affect 
or change. The acquisition c»' this 
information can best be attained 
by committees of the Legl.slature 
operating not only during the 
regular session, but before and af¬ 
ter as well. 

“From time immemorial the 
‘ Legislature has appointed fact¬ 
finding and study committees for 
the purpose of aiding that body 
in considering legislation. A re¬ 
cent court decl.lon has held, how¬ 
ever, that this practice In out

Communist party from the State 
ballot, effective in 1941. Despite, 
its pretensions to the contrary, j 
that party has served in the | 
United State.s, as in other coun-1 
tries outside the Soviet Union, as 
the alley, apologdst, evangelist, 
and active partner in promoting 
the aims of Russian foreign pol¬ 
icy. When Russia was anti-Nazi, 
the Communist party aped the 
Kremlin’s denunciations. When 
Germany Invaded Czechoslovakia 
that was treasonable aggros ion, 
when Russia invaded Finland that 
was liberation. But when Russia [ 
signed last year’s pact with Ger-, 
many, denunciations of the third | 
Reich were droppeil like a hot. 
coal and gave way to hearty ap- j 
proval. The denunciations then I 
shifted and were hammered 
against this country’s efforts to! 
build up its military might. First 
and last, it has never been the 
interest or welfare of the United 
States, but the intere‘»ts and wel¬ 
fare of their foreign masters 
which have guided, inspired and 
directed the policies and ac'ions 
of the Communist p.arty. In this 
critical period, its tolerant hosts, 
the American people, have de¬ 
cided it's high time to use the 
check-rein on those whosie alle¬ 
giance to this country is con¬ 
spicuous by Its absence.

I The suddenly accelerated tempo 
I of factories, shipyards and a.ssem- 
b!y plants has shown a grievous 
shortage of expert toolmakers, 
machinl.sts, draftsmen and pit- 
tern makers. Even the State Re¬ 
lief Administration reports t.'at 
virtually all the skilled work¬ 
ers formerly on SRA and WPA 
have been absorbed by private in¬ 
dustry within recent weeks. Gov¬ 
ernment-sponsored apprenticeship 
courses are now quickly attempt¬ 
ing to fill the present lick of 
trained workmen, yet it should 
not bo forgotten this lack was 
apparenut even before the big 
wheel.5 of the defense drive .start¬ 
ed turning. Overcrowded as they 
are, youth has too often sedu¬ 
lously prepared himself at schoo' 
for the white collar professions 
or, worse yet, entered the world 
totally unfitted for any specific 
job. A little Inquiry would have 
revealed that the "Men Wanteil” 
signs were being posted In en- 
terpri-es requiring technical and 
mechinical skill, or In new and 
growing fields. 

One California paper with an 
nnu.sual name recently changed 
it. The Selma Irrigator had a 
long history, but Its owners now 
call It the Enterprise. "We just 
got tired of having it nicknamed 
the Irritator,” they explained.
